Mrs. Breckinridge's address was es- 
peciall interesting aa It recounted the 
rapid snread of Woman 8aCt«go over 
the world. 

Mra. Breckinridge spoke to the ti- 
tle "Women Our Putura CItiaans." Sha 
said la part: '"The oomlng ot woman 
BUifrafa Is now as certain aa that the 
day w|Il Mlow ntidit. Tha>qnoatlon 
Is no longer of whether or not women 
will TOta, but of how they will use 
their priTilege. Whether they will be 
conscienttona aad intelligent TOters, 
or whether they will form an Ignorant 
and manageable poitlon ot the electo- 
rate to be manipulated by party bosses 
and played upon by corrupt Influences. 

When suffrage was thrust upon the 
Negroes as a war measure, however 
t>eneflclal the doing of political Justice 
to this maas of people was to become 
In the long run, it waa Inevitable that 
for many years their Ignorance and 
unpreparedness made them a prey to 
the worst influences. The K. E. R. A. 
belleTes that the women of Kentucky 
when admitted to the electorate may, 
on the contrary, become a strong, up- 
lifting force, and a real Influence for 
the betterment of local, atate and na- 
tional condition^. Jt knowa, howaver, 
that, If thia Is to ha aot tha women 
mnat ba tralaad in otvloa aad oltlsen- 
ahip, aad to this and it la.orgaalsing 
elaaaaa wbarever poaaible tor training 
woman la eitiaoashlp.

Though the fact ih not realised In 
some parts of Kentucky where woman 
suffrage is still looked upon as a 
strange new thing, the struggle begun 
In 1848, over seventy years ago, is now 
practlcally concluded. Woman suf- 
frage is sweeping the civilized world. 

The service done by women during 
the Oreat War left no argument 
against the complete political emanci- 
pation of women among the rulers and 
leaders of the Allied nations. Canada 
led the way by granting war suffrage, 
following it with full auffraga.

Nearly 20,000,000 are now 
eligible to votcB for the president. 

We believe thai by the ne.\t I'resi- 
dentlnl election November 1920, all 
the women of this country will be vot- 
ing. The Susan B. ^thony Amend- 
ment granting woaM|h suffrage passed 
Coagreaa after batnk on the docket 
forty years or mor^ in June of this 
year. It la naooaMnr that S6 atetes 
ratify this amandin wit oafore It be- 
oonaa a part of ovr inaderal ConsUtu- 
tion. Already n atates have ratlfled: 
7 of them only at regular sessions of 
their leglslaturea, tha other 14 having 
ratlfled. at callai .Hasslons, most- ot 
them called aimply (ir the purpose of 
doing luatiea to tU women of the 
United States. Othf^ states have al-i 
ready prooUaad to call special sesBions 
for the purpoee. The Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Democratic 
Party has passed a reRolutloii nsklntr 
all full suffrage states tluit luive not 
yet ratlfled to call special sessions of 
their lagialatures to do sb.

The Legislature of Kentuolty maeta 
on Jannan^ dtb, iSlO. We oonfldently 
expaet tha raulEat^ ot the Federal 
Amendniaat to be «|te ot the Brat acts 
of that Liagtilatura,;; ' Both tha Repub- 
lican and Damoerlitio partiea have 
adopted suffrage J^lanks embracing 
ratlfleaitian of tha^^eral Amendment 
In their platforms!^ t'he new Gover- 
nor of Kentucky has long been an 
earnest advocate of woman suffrsge, 
and will throw his laiiuence for quick 
ratlfleatioa. Every friend of women 
and Justice In Kentucky should throw 
his or her Influence to bring about 
this ratlflcatioii. We should leave no 
stone unturned. 

And in the meantime Kenliiiky wo- 
men should accept llio ;i<i that they 
will soon be voters and slionlil ijre- 
pare themselves to exert tlie sufTraRe 
intelligently." 

Mrs. Breckinridge went on to tell 
of conditions In Kentucky which need-' 
ed the efforts of women for their bet- 
terment; of plans aireaay going for- 
ward for the preparing of women for 
full citisenship; aad of tho purposes 
of the new national orgaaiaatioB "The 
League ot Wbmea Votera" iato which 
the National BnOaage S^laty la al- 
ready raaolvlag Itaalf.

New mUaga Jnat raooivod on the 
drasUe fuel taatriettona relieves the 
situation oonsldarably as It affects the 
tobacco towns of Kentucky and there 
is great rejoicing In all tobacco towns 
today because of the announcement 
that tho re-drying plaate may open on 
scheduled time. 

Hndcr the original orders it Waa un- 
derstood that the large re-drying 
plants in Miiysvlllc and other tobacco 
cities could not operate because they 
could not receive sufllclent quantities 
of fuel but the new ruling Just an- 
nounced allows them a maximum sup- 
ply of one car load a week. This will 
permit the plants in Maysvllle to open 
soon after the loose leaf anaon opens 
on Tuceday and will give employment 
to many. 

Another modification of the original 
order la that stores, shops, eto., may 
remain open after 4 in the afternoon 
and may open liefore 9 In the morn- 
ing if they do not use light, heat or 
power. 

The ordera' modifloations follow: 
"Bearing upon the Instructions of 
the Regional Coal Committee in re- 
gard to regulations for conservation 
of fuel, printed copies of which were 
mailed your offlce today for distribu- 
tlon, following additional modification 
has Just been made: 

"This supplement supercedes and

\Us8lsBlppi Rivers should be devel- 
oped. To my mind the most plausible 
solution Is abolition of the long and 
abort haul clause of the aot to regu- 
-i^Jate commerce." 

Mr. Craig referred to red net ions of 
freight rates by railroads competing 
with waterways, resulting in decline 
of river trafllc, with tlie result, he 
said, "we hear no steamboat whistles, 
though rail rates have been advanced 
from 2 to 600 per cent In the last 20 
nonths." 

"During the war rail carriers suf-
